lionaire in the cou ntry is taken.

chance of avoiding either the sales 
or the pay-roll tax—if the Mor- 
g en th au goal is to be reached. The 
best judgement, is that both are 
likely to be needed.

CERTAINLY, the taxes to be paid 
in 1942 will lie far heavier than 
those of the last war; heavier than 
anyone 
in 
this 
country 
ever 
dream ed 
of 
before. 
Naturally, 
there will be squeals and growls 
from the victims, but in the main 
the people will pay without p ro­ 
test. 
Fo r one thing, they u n d e r­ 
stand the necessity; for another, 
they 
recognize, 
it 
would 
seem, 
even better 
than 
some 
of their 
leaders, the danger of drifting. U n ­ 
til a few days ago the A dm in istra ­ 
tion was without a real financial 
program. 
Now a very stiff pro­ 
gra m is proposed, but tho dose has 
to be taken, and it is encouraging 
that the Republican 
as 
well as 
Democratic leaders have endorsed 
it. They may differ as to means, 
but they all agree that the new bill 
must produce the gigantic sum of 
12% billion dollars, or 3% billions 
more than this year. 


— o— 
IT will be a g reat feat to have the 
people accept so terrific a tax bur­ 
den as now looms. It will curtail 
their income, impose many h a rd ­ 
ships and much suffering, but there 
is no escape from it. a nd very few 
want to escape. However-, what tho 
people lid want 
and w hat they 
should insist u p o n - is that the vast 
su m s so taken from them be not 
wasted. Certainly, no Admin ist ra­ 
tion ought to propose such a bill 
for abnormal expenses without a c ­ 
co mpanying it with every possible 
reduction in norm al expenses. In- 
crcased taxes are tolerable only 
when linked with the elimination 
of useless expenditures. This Ad­ 
ministration promised to link them 
together, hut it has not so done. 


INSTEAD of reducing, the tricky 
budget which the President su b ­ 
mitted in J a n u a r y increases nor­ 
mal expenditures. 
The trick was 
in tr an sferrin g to the defense bud­ 


get all tho norm al W a r and Navy 
Departm ent 
expenses, 
including 
the salaries of the Secretaries. In 
addition, totally ignoring his p ro m ­ 
ise to “pare 
to 
the 
bone,’’ 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
personally 
urged 
the 
hundred per cent, increase in the 
appropriation 
f o r 
t h e 
useless 
Office 
of 
Governmen t 
Reports. 
Also, in the name of "defense,” 
he bus revived his pet St. Lawrence 
waterw ays 
project, 
a 
dubious 
scheme at 
best 
and 
one which 
would cost more than $280,000,000. 
And, 
finally, 
without lifting 
his 
hand to protest, he permitted the 
passage of a farm bill which, de­ 
spite House rejection of the Senate 
amen dm en t, prom ises to add $450,- 
(•00,000 to hi* “"timates. 


— o— 
IN view of the Presidential p ro m ­ 
ises to retrench and of the present 
unprecedented tax proposals, thus 
to pile up hundreds of millions of 
unnecessary expense is not only 
indefensible; 
it is shocking and 
outrageous. 
No 
thoughtful 
and 
informed man can honestly defend 
such 
performances. 
The y 
baffle 
and appall those who want to be­ 
lieve in the Pre sid ent’s good faith 
and to support his foreign policy. 
The most disturbing factor in the 
whole 
American picture 
is 
the 
failure of the people generally to 
g rasp what they mean or to resen t 
what 
inexcusable 
incompetence 
and ex tr avagance is doing to them. 
—o— 
IT may ho that the new tax bill 
will jar th em out of thei r inertia. 
Perhaps, when millions who were 
never pinched by taxes before be­ 
gin to be pinched ami the millions 
who have been pinched regularly 
get pinched twice as hard, it may 
be that their indignation over these 
phony promises of economy which 
a re followed by more waste will 
become vibrant and effective. P e r ­ 
haps a feeling will Ik* engen dered 
that will force a drastic c u rtail­ 
m ent in the horribly swollen F ed­ 
eral bureaucracy under which we 
are being crushed. 
If that h a p ­ 
pens, then any sacrifice involved 
in the new tax bill will be more 
than worth while. 
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
